OTXAWA, Oct. 30— The appeals on

ANSAS CITY, Mo., Oct. 30. — 
Thirteen people were killed and 
thirty injured in the wreck today 
of a westbound Atchison, Topeka 
& Santa Fe passenger train known as 
the California Express, which while 
running 35 miles an hour struck a 
loose rail, ditching live cars near the 
eastern limits of Kansas City.' 

The wreck occurred at Rock Creek 
cut, on a curve where jagged rock 
walls on each side of the track form a 
bluff almost 100 feet high.

ST. PETERSBURG, Oct. 30.— "I 
am sure the American people, 
who understand what freedom 
is, and the' American press, 
which voices the wishes of _ the 
people, will rejoice with the friend- 
ly Russian nation at this moment, when 
the Russian people have received from 
his Imperial Majesty the promises and 
the guarantees of freedom, and will join 
in the hope that the Russian people will 
wisely aid in the realization of these lib- 
erties by co-operation with the govern- 
ment for their peaceful introduction. 
Onlv thus will it be possible to secure 
the 'full benefits of the freedom conferred 
upon the people." 

Count Witte, Uttwla's first premier, 
tonight sent the above message to the 
American people through the Associated 
.press. He had just arrived at his res- 
idence on Knmmeniurov prospect from 
Peterhoff, where, in the Alexander pal- 
ace, the Kmperor two hours before had 
given his Bnul approval to a manifesto 
and to a programme which will forever 
end the rule of absolutism exercised by 
him and his Romanoff ancestors for oOO 
years. 

Witte Favored British Ideas 

Count Witte Insisted on a cabinet 
on the British model, with a selected 
premier responsible to the imperial 
douma or parliament, while the Em- 
peror clung to the appointment of the 
members of the cabinet on the Ameri- 
can plan by the emperor or chief of 
states. 

The state department lias instructed 
Charge d'Alfaires Eddy in case of an 
emergency to give American citizens 
protection at the embassy and if neces- 
sary to charter a steamer. 

Foreign Minister Lamsdorff is re- 
assuring the ambassadors by formally 
guaranteeing the safety of foreign 
residents. He announces that the 
government is prepared to afford them 
military protection in Si. Petersburg 
and elsewhere. 

The' employees on the section of the 
Finnish railroad between St. Peters- 
burg and the Finnish frontier, fifteen 
miles north of this city, have struck. 
This portion of the road is operated 
by Russians. 

General Trepoff forbade a meeting 
of the town council called for Tuesday 
to consider the demands of the strik- 
ers made yesterday, including a con- 
stitution and political liberty, that the 
city furnish food to tho workmen, that 
they refuse further supplies to the 
troops and police, and that the troops 
be removed from the waterworks, 
otherwise the strikers would cut the 
water supply. A private meeting of 
the members of the town council has 
been arranged for tonight, at which a 
response will be given. 

Emperor's Great Manifesto 

Tho following is the text, of the impe- 
rial manifesto: "We, Nicholas II, by 
the grace of Cod, Emperor and autocrat, 
of all the Russias, Grand Duke of Fin- 
land, etc., declare to all our faithful sub- 
jects that the troubles and agitation in 
our capitals and in numerous other places 
fill our heart with excessive pain and sor- 
(row, 

"The happiness of the Russian sover- 
eign is indissolubly hound up with tho 
happiness of our people, and the sorrow 
of our people is the sorrow of the sov- 
ereign. 

"From tlie present disorders may arise 
great national disruption. They menace 
the integrity "and unity of our empire. 

"The supreme duly Imposed upon us 
by our sovereign office requires us to ef- 
face ourselves and to use all the force 
and means at our command to hasten in 
securing the unity and co-ordination of 
the power of the central government and 
to assure the success ol measures for the 
pacification in all circles of public life 
which are essential to the well-being of 
our people. 

"We therefore direct our government 
to carry out our Inflexible will in the fol- 
lowing manner: 

"First— To extend to the population 
tin) immutable foundations of civic lib- 
erty based on the real inviolability of 
person, freedom of conscience, speech 
union and association. 

"Second — Without suspending the al- 
ready ordered elections lb the state don- 
ma, to invite to participate in the dou- 
ma, so far as the limited time before 
convocation of the doumn will permit, 
those classes of the population now com- 
pletely deprived of electoral rights, leav- 
ing the ultimate development of the 
principle of the electoral right in general 



to the newly established legislative order 
of things. 

"Third — To establish an unchangeable 
rule that no law .shall be enforcible with- 
out the approval of the state douma and 
that it Shall be possible for the elected 
of the people to exercise real participa- 
tion in the supervision of the legality of 
tli<! authorities appointed by us. 

"We appeal to all faithful persons of 
Russia to remember their duty toward 
the fatherland, to aid in terminating 
these unprecedented troubles and to ap- 
ply all their forces, in co-operation witii 
us, for the restoration of calm and peace 
upon our native soil. 

"Given at Peterhof. October 3t0h, in 
the eleventh year of tutr r'eigiv." .. 

There appears to be no foundation for 
the rumors of mutiny on the vessels of 
the Riaek Sea fleet, which are in circula- 
tion in Odessa and which have been prop- 
gated by the strikers here for several 
days. The following despatch from the 
Associated Press correspondent at Odes- 
sa just received does not even mention 
the alleged mutiny: "After yesterday's 
'exciting occurrences, when the gun shops 
were plundered, barricades were built 
and the troops, in dispersing the crowds, 
were forced to tire several volleys. Quiet 
prevailed today. 

All Quiet at Odessa 

"This is a holiday, the anniversary of 
the escape of Alexander J 1 1 from a train 
wreck lit Borki. All the banks and 
stores are closed. 

"The number of killed or wounded m 
yesterday's disturbances lias not yet 
been determined, but it is not large." 

The municipal council at its sitting 
'tonight, after reading the imperial mani- 
festo, decided to send the following tele- 
gram to the Emperor: "The council wel- 
comes with delight the long desired tid- 
ings of freedom, firmly relying on a 
bright future for our dear fatherland. 
Hurrah for the Emperor of a free peo- 
ple." 

A perusal of the manifesto shows how 
complete is the Emperor's abdication of 
his autocratic power. The style of the 
document is (dear and direct and devoid 
of the verbose, vague and bombastic 
phraseology which heretofore has charac- 
terized His Majesty's manifestos. 

It not only betrays the real authorship 
but shows that the Emperor at last had 
irrevocably bowed to the inevitable. He 
does not oven conceal the fact that the 
discontent, and agitation of his subjects 
had driven him to take the steps and 
practically yields everything — civil lib- 
erty, the inviolability of person, and 
liberty of conscience, speech and assem- 
bly*! " He not only converts the farcical 
Imperial douma, with only consultative 
uowers, into a true legislative assembly, 
Without the assent of which no measure 
shall become law. and before which all 
governmental authorities must answer, 
but promises eventually universal suf- 

fl " P "Autocrat of All the Russias" 

The title "Autocrat of all the Rus- 
sias," with ■which the manifests begins, 
no\V takes its place with tho title of 
"King of Jerusalem" borne by the King 
of Spain and the Emperor of Austria, 
and with other obsolete titles of Euro- 
pean sovereigns. 

J. Pierpont Morgan, Jr. and Geo. \\ • 
Perkins were with Finance Minister 
KolCOVSOff when the latter received the 
news. It was n dramatic moment. The 
■minister was called to the telephone, and 
when he returned lie was greatly agi- 
tated and said: "Gentlemen, the old or- 
der of things lias changed. Russia lias 
a constitution." 

The news spread like ■wildfire through- 
put tho city. The revolutionists and 
active agitators generally declared loud- 
ly that the government's promises would 
iio longer suffice and that the strike 
must he continued. In fact, an hour 
after the news became known the rev- 
olutionists took occasion to throw the 
first 'bomb in St. Petersburg used since 
the strike begaii. The incident occurred 
near the polytechnic school, hut there 
was no fatality. Practically nil classes 
except the socialists and extreme radi- 
cals, however, read the document with 
delight and amazement, declaring that it 
could not fail to rally the moderates to 
support Count Witte. 

But with the irony of fate, while the 
strikers are clamoring for a constitution, 
it seems impossible to dissuade the strik- 
ing printers to resume work, and there- 
fore not a single newspaper except the 
Olfloial Messenger will print the mo- 
mentous document for distribution to- 
morrow. Arrangements, however, 
have been made to placard the manifes- 
to on every dead wall in (lie city, and 



the text will be telegraphed tomorrow to 
every city, town and hamlet with which 
there is telegraphic communication. It 
also has been ordered read in all the 
churches of the empire. 

The foreign embassies were notified 
and lights are burning later than usual 
in the chancelleries, where the news is 
being put .into cipher. 

Official notifications will also he scut 
to the Russian ambassadors abroad. 
Effect on the People 

Tho effect throughout Russia is ex- 
pected to be instantaneous. While the 
extremists threaten an attempt to keep 
up the present struggle the best opinion 
is that the backbone o£-the strike is bro- 
klMU.hl'i.>-l»- '-''V -"'"ijvsifi.the .effect 

will depend upon -how iar Count. Witte 
will be able? to execute die heavy task 
which he has assumed. 

Some persons believe it will he still 
necessary to use ball cartridges to sup- 
press the present movement, but Count 
Witte appears confident. He bus be- 
come the bridge whereby the people are 
to cross to constitutionalism. 

The count has already tentatively 
selected the members of ' his cabinet. 
He will himself hold no portfolio. The 
present ministers, except those of war, 
navy and foreign affairs, will be re- 
tired. Prince Alexis Obolensky, one 
of the count's former assistants In the 
ministry of finance, will become min- 
ister of the interior. M. Romanoff, 
another former assistant to the min- 
ister, will i take the finance portfolio. 
M. Konl, a present senator and Rus- 
sia's ablest jurist, will be minister of 
justice. M. Kro/.ofsky, president of 
the St. Petersburg municipal council, 
may take the ministry of education: 
and M. Zeigler von Schaffhausen, chief 
of the railroad department and de- 
partment of the minister of finance, 
will become minister of ways and 
communications. 

Crowds Celebrate Victory 

Late tonight, after the news got 
abroad, crowds began marching up and 
down the Nevsky prospect, singing the 
national anthem and hurrahing for 
liberty. ft is significant that th« 
great searchlight whicn has been light- 
ing lip the Nevsky prospect from the 
admiralty tower for three nights was 
turned off tonight. 

At all the fashionable restaurants 
champagne was drunk in toasts to 
liberty and the constitution. 

Grozny!, Russia, Oct. 110. — A reign of 
terror prevails in Northern Caucasus. It 
is charged thai the authorities are pur- 
suing the policy of turning one class of 
the population against another and are 
abetting the brigands, who last night 
loiobbed and sacked a train, killing 12 
persons and wounding 10, When the 
train arrived the crowds dragged out 
and killed three brigands and then 
drove tho commander of the Cossacks out. 
of town. 

Kiel, Germany, Oct. 110. — The Russian 
steamer Kurgan arrived at Ilolcnau, 
Schleswig-Holstein, from Krbnstndt, 
with the British ambassador, Sir Charles 
Hnrdinge, and Ohns. R. Flint of New 
York on board. Tin- Kurgan left Kron- 
stadt Thursday. St. Petersburg was 
then quiet. At Reval, where the steam- 
er touched Friday, wild disturbances 
were going on. The city was burning 
in three places, all work and business 
had stopped and the troops were at- 
tempting to drive the people from tli" 
streets. . 

German Ships Sail 

Berlin, Oct. 30. — The sailing of the 
German cruiser Lucbeck and ten torpe- 
do boats from Kiel today for an unknown 
destination has given rise to a rumor 
that they are hound for St. Petersburg 
to bring the Russian Empress and her 
children to be the guests. of Prince and 
Princess Henry of Prussia. Xo official 
confirmation of the report is obtaina- 
ble.

Domestic Servants Needed 
Speaking at. the conference of the Na- 
tional Union of Women Workers in Bir- 
mingham, Lady Aberdeen said the 
■professional classes were not needed in 
Canada, which had a splendid system 
of education, giving ample opportun- 
ity l'ir training men and women for 
professional work. The Canadians did 
not appreciate these people, among 
them teachers, doctors, nurses and 
clergymen, who went out In a mission- 
ary spirit of education to benefit the peo- 
ple. Regarding the girls of the educated 
classes, who proposed to take up agricul- 
tural work in Canada, the training re- 
ceived at home did not lit 1 hem for the 
life in Canada. The crying need of 
Canada was for domestic servants, The 
speaker advised parents to send daugh- 
ters with the sons to make home life for 
them, which would he an infinite benefit 
till round. 

That "Preference" Again 
Bonnr Law, in a recent speech, said 
that if the colonies are looking after 
their own interests, was it not worth 
while to enlist their services on our 
side'.' The Manchester Courier, com- 
menting, says: "Take the ease of Can- 
ada, for the next generation the ma- 
jority of the people must be interested 
in agriculture, and the majority will con- 
trol tho political power. If, therefore, 
we give a preference worlli something to 
them, wejconld rely on that majority be- 
ing on our side to prevent such a change 
of tariff as was made by McKiuley."

Cape for a week with only three ahlo- 
j bodied men, the other sailors made the 
i captain put about and run tor Capetown. 
! Before reaching that port the sailors re- 
i covered to some extent and the captain 
! refused to hind. in the Straits of San- 
da on July S the crew mutinied and 
forced the officers to seek protection in 
their cabins. There they secured guns 
and subdued the sailors, taking their 
knives from tlieiu. The men refused to 
work the ship and it had a narrow es- 
cape from drifting on the rocks, in Ba- 
tavia the crew was placed in irons and 
a crew of coolies navigated the Vessel to 
Singapore, where the sailors were tried 
for mutiny. Part of the number were 
sentenced to eleven weeks' imprison- 
buent and the rest to nine weeks at hard 
labor. On the way to this port a top- 
sail yard was lost ill a heavy gale, that 
compelled the vessel to lay to for ten 
days.

against the rough stone, killing and 
wounding passengers and trainmen. 

None of the passengers in the cars 
which remained on the track were 
liuft The injured were given emerg- 
ency treatment and later were brought 
to the hospitals here. It Is reported 
tonight that all the injured will re- 
cover. Most of them were Immi- 
grants riding In 'he chair car and 
smoking car. The smoking car, a 
chair car. a tourist sleeping ear and 
two express cars left the rails. Three 
tourist sleeping cars, two standard 
Pullmans and the dining car remained 
on the track. The smoking car split 
the baggage car ahead of it. just be- 
low the floor line, and the baggage 
car landed on top of the crushed 
smoking car. 

Most of the Injured were in the 
smoker. 

The train consisted of one mail car, 
I one baggage car, ono coach, one chair 
i car, four tourist sleepers, two standard 
! Pullmans and one dining car. 

The passenger list was composed 
largely of colonist tourists. Nearly 
all the sleeping cars remained on the 
track and the forward cars bore the 
brunt of the shock. None of the 
I passengers in the sleeping cars were 
; hurt. The day coach on the front of 
! the chair car furnished the greatest 
! number of killed and injured. 

The great natural wall of rough 
' stone into which these were thrown 
j tore the sides off the day coaches, and 
i passengers were ground against the 
| wall and either killed or badly In - 
i jurcd. 

"We were running about 35 miles an. 
! hour when the. crash came," said the 
, engineer. "1 felt a rail turn under 
: my engine. We gave a lurch and t 
I could feel the wheels under me bump- 
ing along the ties. I looked back as 
my train broke loose from the engine, 
I The first car, an express, leaped the 
track, turned at angles and crashed 
into the stone wall of the cut through 
which we were running. The car 
was demolished except the roof, which 
stood upright. 

"Immediately behind the express car 
i came a mail car. a smoking car, a 
chair car and a tourist car. They 
piled up in a mass on the express car. 
My fireman and I, with the aid of 
j emergency equipment, in twenty mln- 
j utes got the engine back on the track. 
Then I ran on to Sheffield, reported 
the wreck and took back two physi- 
cians."

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| St. Petersburg, Oct. 111. — (3:15 a. in.) 

— Celebration of the issuance 'of the 
' imperial manifesto still continues at It 
! o'clock this morning in many of the 
i city streets, where crowds are singing 
j the national hymn, cheering for the 
■ Emperor and shouting themselves 
i hoarse. The restaurants and cafea 
j were closed at 2 o'clock, disgorging 
their crowds, which have been drtaik- 
1 ing and making merry for hours 
! around the tallies, to augment the 
demonstration in the thoroughfares, 
i The Cossack patrols were utterly dis- 
comfited and confounded, and were 
j wholly at a loss to understand the 
I meaning of the demonstration or why 
I the crowds were singing "God Save 
; the Emperor," Russia's magnificent 
| national anthem. Instead of the "Mnr- 
I selllalse." 

The people displayed* the utmost 
good humor toward the Cossacks. 
They surrounded their horses and pat- 
ted their perplexed riders on the boots, 
shouting, "You can go home now; we 
no longer need you; we have liberty." 
Then they bade the Cossacks toss their 
caps 111. honor of the constitution. 
After 2 o'clock all patrols were with- 
drawn from the streets, which were 
left in charge of the ordinary night 
force of policemen. 

Soon after midnight a. crowd of 
several hundred persons gathered in 
the great square before the winter 
paluce and sang a (bant from the 
church liturgy, addressed to the Em- 
peror, and the national anthem, and 
finished with rousing cheers for His 
Majesty and the Imperial family. In 
the Nevsky prospect there was some 
rough play, but the boisterous ones 
formed an inconsiderable portion of 
the crowds. 

Count Wltte's report to the Em- 
peror, wlio Inscribed thereon "to be 
taken for guide,'' is as follows: "Your 
.Majesty has deigned to Indicate to me 
directions for government in consid- 
eration of the actual state of rtussla. 

"The agitation of Human society is 
not the outcome of partial Imperfec- 
tions in the social and governmental 
regime or of actions organized by the 
extreme elements. Its roots tiro iJuch 
deeper. It took birth In the violation 
of the balance between the moral ns- 
poratlons and the exterior forms of 
Russian society. 

"Believing that Russia aspired to 
laws based on civil liberty, the chief 
problem of the government consists lu 
making effective, even before approval 
by the state douma, all elements of

civil liberty in the elaboration of nor- 
mal legislative measures giving equal- 
ity before the laws to all Russians, 
without distinction of race or religion. 

"The problem ensuing consists in 
the establishment of legislative forms 
seeming to guarantee the benefits of 
civil, political and economic liberty. 
Those benefits should be extended to 
the masses of the people under the 
reserves safeguarding the laws in all 
civilized countries. It must be real- 
ized, then, that these objects cannot be 
attained immediately, ns. no govern- 
ment could suddenly prepare 135,000,- 

000 with a. vast administration for new- 
liberties. 

"it Is therefore necessary to have 
the powers of a homogeneous govern- 
ment united in Its aims, taking care 
to put in practice the stimulating 
principles of liberty and to display 
sincerity and uprightness in Us inten- 
tions. 

"The government should abstain from 
any interference with any elections to 

1 he douma and keep in view a siueere 
desire for the promises of the last inipe- 
iria) ukase. It must maintain the pres- 
tige of the douma and have confidence in 
its labors and in no way resist, its deci- 
sions so long as they arc not inconsistent 
with Russia's historic greatness. 

"It is necessary to respect the wishes 
of the great majority of society and not 
the echoes of noisy groups and factions, 
too often unstable. It is especially im- 
portant to secure the reform of the coun- 
cil of the empire on an electoral princi- 
ple. 

i "1 believe that in the exercise of the 
powers the following principles should 
be embodied: 

, "First — Straightforwardness and sin- 
cerity in the confirmation of civil lib- 
erty and in providing guarantees for its 
inaiiitenii nee. 

i "Second — A tendency in the direction 
of the abolition of exclusive laws. 

"Third — The co-ordination of the ac- 
tivity of all organs of government. 

"Fourth — Avoidance of repressive 
measures in respect of proceedings which 
do not openly menace society or state, 
such resistance being based upon law 
land moral unity: 

"Confidence must be placed in the po- 
litical tact of Russian society. It is im- 
possible that society should desire u con- 
dition of anarchy, which would threat- 
en, In .addition to all the horrors of civil 
strife, the dismemberment of the em- 
pire."

! In pursuance of t ho action taken by 
the Board of Tratle to obtain equal rales 
cfrom Vancouver to Calgary, Edmonton 
and Miieieod, to those from Winnipeg, 
ihe large Special Committee which was 
uppoiutcd, met Mr. B. YV. Greer, 
Freight Traffic Manager of the C. P. Vi. 
5n his ofliee yesterday morning, and dis- 
cussed the whole matter, says Friday's 
[Vancouver's News-Advertiser. The 
Committee was given to understand that 
!the question would be submitted to the 
H'reiglit authorities of the Company, and 
that an answer would he given next 
BAriday. 

i Nearly all (lie members of the Com- 
Imittue, which was a very large one, 
(were present, and the memorial, which 
was presented by the Chairman, 3lr. 
Jl. P. McLennan. Vice-i 'resident of the 
(Board, was signed' by all the wholesale 
(houses jn the city, with the exception 
of one. In putting the matter forward 
Mr. McLennan stated that the shippers 
approached the C. I'- It. in a friendly 
Spirit, and with the establishment in the 
city of a large number of business houses 
mud factories expansion of trade bad to 
'be looked for' to the East. The Middle 
IWest was rapidly being settled up, and 
(renewed activity was apparent in the 
'Kootenay, but owiug to the present 
rates Vancouver's business men were 
kept out of both places. Winnipeg mer- 
chants, (hying to i\ more advantageous 
rate, were' able to ship into the Kooten- 
ay over the line of the Crow's Nest Pass 
railway, wiiich was built mainly by pro- 
vincial grants. There was no reason, 
he pointed out, why Vancouver should 
not have as good 'rates east as Mon- 
treal, on the other seaboard, has to the 

,Mr. W. j. McMillan, of VV. .T. McMil- 
lan & Company, briefly stated that the 
merchants of the city stood together on 
the matter, and he was glad to see 
them doing so. 

Mr. W. H. Mnlkin, of /he W. II.

Tin? memorial presented to Mr. 
Greer read as follows: 

"The discrimination in freight rates 
already Detaining ti> Calgary, Edmon- 
ton and Macleod in favor of Winnipeg 
as against Vancouver having beer, so 
■much augmented by the recently estab- 
lished reduction in rates to Edmonton 
from Eastern Canadian points; 

We, the undersigned merchants and 
jiiunufnet.irors of the City of Vancouver 
are compelled to respectfully request 
that Pacific Coast shippers lie at least 
placed on the seme basis as Winnipeg 
shippers lo the above named districts, 
and further, that in the event of any 
future reductions being made to Winni- 
peg shippers the same shall immedi- 
ately be granted to Pacific Coast ship- 
'pers. 

hi urging this concession we consider 
that Vancouver, as an Important Pacific 
■seaport anil as an importing and dis- 
tributing centre, is altogether too re- 
stricted in its territory and that she 
should have equal consideration in this 
regard with Montreal or other ports on 
the Atlantic seaboard. We would also 
point out that the territory coutrihutnry 
to Winnipeg practically covers three 
provinces and portions of two others, 
iiyliilo Vancouver is by existing condi- 
tions restricted to British Columbia 
alone, and even in that limited market 
is subject lo keen competition from 
Eastern points." 

Merchants and members of the Board 
of Trade of Victoria are heartily in ac- 
cord with the action taken in Vancou- 
•ver. A copy of the memorial had been 
sent to the Capital , City, and yesterday 
'morning Mr. William ■ .Skene, Secretary 
of thi' Hoard here, received t lie following 
itclcgraih:

NEW LIGHTHOUSES. 

Tenders Called for Wooden Tower on 
Denman Island. 

Tenders are being invited by tlio. 
department Of marine '.MA' fisheries 
for the construction of a wooden light- 
house tower on Den man Island, Baynes 
Sound'; Plans and speciticatlons for 
the new aid to navigation can lie seen 
at the office of the local agent of the 
department, Captain James Gaudin. 

The new lighthouse on Graeme Point, 
Malcolm Island. where Broughton 
Strait runs into Queen Charlotte 
Sound, is now in operation. The light- 
house stands on the extremity of the 
low gravel spit. It is a square 
wooden building with a square woodon 
lantern rising from the middle of the 
cottage roof. It is painted white, 
with the roofs red, and is 35 feet high 
from its base io the ventilator on the 
lantern. The light is a. lixed white 
dioptric light of the seventh .order. It 
in elevated 38 feet above high- water 
mark, and should be visible 11 miles 
from S. 75 cleg. W. round through AV. 
and E. to S. 55 dep. E., over an arc of 
230 deg. Over the remainder of the 
circle the light is obscured by the 
high land of Malcolm Island. The 
ligb.t is intended to show the entrance 
to Broughton Strait from Queen Char- 
lotte Sound.

GORKY DESCRIBES A JEWISH 
MASSACRE, 

Maxim Gorky, the forceful Itusslau 
author, while working as a cook's boy 
on a Volga boat, once witnessed a mas- 
sacre of the Jews. In describing how 
bloodthirsty the mob appeared, he says 
in a recent sketch: 

i "Like demons possessed, with heads 
craned high, they roared confusedly; 
the countenances glowed; the teeth 
gleamed within the open mouths. Bach 
iperson became a pari of a mighty body, 
animated by a common, irresistible 
force. 

"On the roof of (he house, high above 
the dense, fury-merged mass, there 
stood beside the chimney a thin, old 
.lew. With his lingers be pried out 
bricks, and. throwing them down, 
screeched with a sharp, inew-like voice. 
His long, gray beard trembled on hi- 
breast and bis white trousers were 
stained with red spots. Infuriated yells 
were directed at liiin. 

" 'Shoot him down!' ■ 

" 'Bring rifles! 
i " 'Knock him -off wilh a brick!' 

" 'Climb up (o him!' 

"In (tie windows of the house ap- 
peared dark figures which smashed the 
Window frames and threw 'household ef- 
fects into the yard. Somebody in I he 
yard yelled: 

" 'This way! I've found Jew child- 
ren in this tank here!' 

" 'Kill them!" 
I " 'Their heads against the wall!' 

" 'Hey, you old Jew, you just crawl 
down now. We've found your grand- 
children. Conic down or we'll kill your 
ibrood!' 

"The piercing shriek of a child tilled 
the air. In the motley hurly-burly of I he 
crowd it seemed like a gleaming Hush of 
lightning among the clouds. After it 
thi' noise seemed lessened. 

"A pile of plates fell from the window, 
and then, shimmering in the sunshine, 
came a samovar. 

"From the roof came frightful 
screaming. 

"Everybody looked up. The iron 
rain sluice at the edge of the roof rat- 
tled. Then there suddenly appeared 
over the edge something large. It re- 
mained, quaking, stationary for a mo- 
ment, then, with a whine and a bowl il 
(rolled off and fell. A soft, soul-repel- 
I'ing thud. * . * * 

"I ran away, and behind me sounded 
a wild, malevolent roaring : 

" 'Ah. ah. nil!' 

" 'Alia, ah!' 

" 'Flung down at last! Ah. ah!' 
"On the street people were smashing 
chairs, tallies, splintering trunks, tear- 
ing all sorts of apparel, blushing. The 
air was filled with eiderdown. From ill ■ 
windows of two houses there came jiil- 
lows, baskets, articles of furniture, rags: 
hud the mob, crazed witli a longing to 
destroy, seized these things, tearing, 
breaking, smashing them.

Peti- 
tions to have sidewalks laid on PoughlH 
slreel on the easl side, from Humboldt 
to Johnson, ami on tlie west side from 
View lo Humboldt street, were presented 
bul the majority of the property hold- 
ers were opposed io these proposed im- 
provements, while in "lie case the rate- 
payers would not allow the city to pro- 
ceed with the wink on account of a ques- 
tion of grade. 

John street from Douglas street east 
also suffered in ibis respect, by the ma- 
jority of the ratepayers being averse to 
improving the street. 

The construction of the sidewalks Ibis 
year has marked n new era in the history 
of Ibis city by the fuel tlml wilh I he 
exception of a very small portion all the 
work was done with Tod creek cement, 
which has been found to be fully up to 
the standard of the imported article. The 
fact that the local made cement has been 
used in preference to the imported cc- 
onent speaks volumes for the quality of 
the local Tim ml. The work, which is 
mow about completed, lias used close on 
to 0,000 barrels of cement. 
, The total cost rnv the sidewalks which 
'have been bud this year amounts very 
(dose to $G0,000; which means that a con- 
siderable portion of this amount has 
been spent among the workmen during

THE CRISIS IN RUSSIA. 

Affairs in Russia have reached au 
acute stage, and the seriousness, of the 
situation has at lusl been recognized by 
thu authorities. The Czar lias issued a 
inanilesto, the significance "f .which can 
hardly be overestimated. Powerless to 
further withstand the demands for n 
popular farm of government, 'he has 
.vielded to the inevitable. He has virtu- 
stlly abdicated his autocratic sovereignty 
and ran no longer be called the Czar of 
all the Russians. Today 31. Witte. one 
of the strongest figures in European 
•politics and undoubtedly the greatest 
imati in Russia, is dictator in his stead. 
Me lias the destinies of Russia ill his 
hands, and if the revolution now under 
;way has not passed beyond the power 
or one man to control, lie will assert all 
influence the effect of which will be in- 
calculable. The meaning of the mani- 
festo is that, if successful in its object, 
IHussia will have constitutional govern- 
ment. Everything depends upon 
.whether M. Witte can check 
the revolutionary tendencies that 
threaten the destruction of the Em- 
pire and reorganize the government on 
a stable basis. it' not, we may look 
for fi reign of terror with but one 
parallel in history. Revolt is ho gen- 
eral and the social and political con- ! 
dltions so utterly bad that only a 
supreme effort on the part of the con- 
servative elements can save the situa- 
tion. Witte, with the prestige of his 
successful negotiation of peace terms, 
is a power in Russia, and, with the 
manifesto of the Czar and practically 
unlimited authority as dictator, to aid 
him, he may, and probably will, be 
able to rally around him the best men 
of the empire. He has the opportu- 
nity — although, in the circumstances, a 
limited one — to achieve the greatest 
reconstructive work in modern his- 
tory. The civilized world wishes him 
Godspeed in undertaking his herculean 
task.

on the way there to cultivate that 
field. 

In the official publication referred 
to, we find the following hi the general 
report of the executive to the associa- 
tion: 

This question of improving our 
Western market is one of very great 
importance to the Ontario fruit 
grower. The population of the coun- 
try from North Bay west to the 
mountains and north as fur us habit- 
able has already increased a hundred 
fold in a few years, and witli the 
building of a second transcontinental 
railway and the consequent opening 
up of new territory to the settler, the 



FRUIT-GROWING EAST AND WEST 

We are in receipt of the report of 
the Fruit Growers' Association of On- 
tario for 190-1. This is an old and 
important organization, for a long 
time under the wing of the Ontario 
government, which publishes its re- 
ports annually. It was during the 
visit of a. former president of that 
association, Mr. Allan McD. Allan, to 
British Columbia some years ago that 
the British Columbia Fruit Growers' 
Association was organized. The lat- 
ter, had it not been allowed to deteri- 
orate for lack of interest and proper 
management, would have been much 
more useful than it has been. How- 
ever, I'll this province the development 
and encouragement of fruit growing 
drifted more and more finder the 
direct control of the government 
rather than of the Association, and 
the functions of the latter were in a 
sense usurped. In other words, what 
was done in Ontario through the fruit 
growers was in British Columbia un- 
dertaken by the government. That 
was the result of a difference of con- 
ditions. In Ontario the fruit industry 
has for some years been a large and 
powerful interest and could look after 
Itself. In British Clumbia the in- 
dustry required special assistance, 
whicli only the government was in a 
position to give. The outcome of this 
is rather interesting, and Justifies tho 
conclusion that then? are often con- 
ditions which warrant the government 
in one province assuming a more pa- 
ternal attitude than is necessary in 
another. We are not, therefore, cor- 
rect in assuming that a policy that 
would be successful in Ontario, or in 
New Zealand, would be successful 
somewhere else. A government is wise 
that*' studies the requirements of its 
own people and adapts its policy to 
those requirements. 

Wo wish to call attention to a situa- 
tion which has arisen, illustrating this 
view. Up to within a few years ago 
the fruit industry of Ontario depended 
upon local consumption and the mar- 
kets in England, and It consequently 
developed in its own way. Apples in 
large quantities were shipped to Great 
Britain, and other fruits that were 
not consumed locally in a green state 
were manufactured Into preserves and 
canned goods. All efforts at develop- 
ment had these two things in view. In 
this province It was evident from the 
outset that, apart from the limited 
local consumption, we should have to 
depend upon the markets of the North- 
west ns soon as the population was 
Sufficient to create a demand. The 

i 



market there will be more vnluable 
than the home market in Ontario. The 
Westerner buys liberally and always of 
the best. The last fact, is significant. 
One agent, representing large Interests 
among British Columbia fruit growers, 
stated to me that of over four hundred 
retailers he had visited in .Manitoba 
and the Territories this year, not one 
had asked for a lower grade of apples 
than No. 1 or xxx. 

British Columbia and the Western 
.States are una king great efforts to 
capture this valuable market, and be- 
lieve they have already succeeded In 
doing so. Their fruit Is better packed 
and arrives in liner condition than the 
Ontario fruit. This Is largely due to 
the use of more .suitable packages. 
Much of our Ontario fruit is shipped 
In flimsy baskets, piled high in the 
cars and close together for support, 
with the result that the fruit in 
bruised and squeezed by the packages 
and heated by the close packing. 
Dealers In the West have complained 
to such a great extent that Ontario 
fruit us a whole has a bad reputation 
there, and the department of agricul- 
ture felt it a necessity to Investigate 
the matter at once. Your executive 
feel that the matter should not be 
allowed to drop, but that further ef- 
forts should be put forth along the 
same lines, either by the. department 
in co-operation with the association 
or by the association itself. The in- 
coming directorate should inuko it a 
matter fr discussion before dispersing 
for the year, and take some action In 
regard to it. 

The foregoing is significant, and it 
Is worthy of the best consideration of 
our fruit growers, because it Is I lie 
evident intention of the Ontario fruit 
growers to cultivate a heretofore 
neglected opportunity. We shall in 
the future have both Ontario and the 
''Western .Stales"' to reckon with. 
Geographically British Columbia is in 
the best position in relation to the 
Northwest market, and we must de- 
pend upon quality and methods to 
retain the advantage which our posi- 
tion gives us. Washington and 
Oregon perhaps will be our mosl seri- 
ous Competitors from the fact that 
their products and geographical situa- 
tion are similar to our own. We 
must see that the present protective 
tariff is maintained, at least until 
reciprocity in natural products conies 
ubout, when we shall have to stand 
upon our merits; but as reciprocity 
on such a basis is likely to be a long 
way off, and as the influence of the 
Northwest in respect to .fruit may be 
as great as it han been in respect to 
lumber, we may have some difficulty 
in retaining the measure of protection 
we have.

British Columbia. Man's Patent.— T. 
W. Everett, of Vancouver, was granted 
recently, through the agency of K.Tirit- 
tain, patent attorney, Vancouver, a 
Canadian patent on a leather preserving 
and waterproofing composition, particu- 
larly designed for shoe soles. Under 
this patent the leather is so treated that

Another fine sealing schooner will be 
added to the Victoria sealing lleet In 
May, when the schooner Beatrice L. 
Corkum will arrive from the sealing 
grounds off Cape Horn. Capt. J. W. 
Peppett, who has arrived from Hall- 
lax, acquired the controilng interest 
In the schooner when East, a:)d he 
said yesterday the schooner had been 
ordered to come to Victoria after com- 
pleting her cruise off the South Amer- 
ican continent. Capt. Peppett is 
awaiting the arrival of his schooner 
Umbrma, which Is top-liner of the 
Behrlng Sea fleet, having in the neigh- 
borhood of 900 skins. 

The sealing schooner Carrie C. AY., 
Capt. Gullin, was towed into the har- 
bor yesterday from Behrlng Sea, with 
her flag at half mast. Frank Roby, 
her mate, died on the passage from 
Behrlng Sea and was buried at sea in 
the North Pacific. The schooner left 
English Bay on October ">, after a 
successful season in the North. She 
hud 701 skins on board. On the Sth 
a heavy gale was encountered, and 
Roby, who had been complaining at 
intervals during tile cruise of heart 
trouble, died during , the gale. The 
storm continued for two days, and 
the deceased mate was sewn in canvas 
and burled at sea. while the gale buf- 
feted the schooner. 

The schooner Victoria, Capt. Byers, 
arrived on Sunday from Behrlng Sea 
with 063 skins; and the Ida Etta, 
Capt. Brown, is expected, having been 
off the port yesterday with 474 skins.. 

The Behring Sea catch this season 
will bo the largest for years— over 
12,000 skins, an average Of G70 skinsj 
to the schooner.

From Yokohama to Liverpool by C. P. 
R. in Twenty-one Days.

There does not appear to 
be any provision in our educational sys- 
tem for systematic instruction in the art 
of debate or oratory. On this contin- 
ent the debating society lias been the 
school of oratory up to the present. Of 
course oratory cannot lie learned from 
(books, hut only from actual practice in 
speaking. The ability to think when 
one is on one's feet before an audience 
is the one important point. Rati ora- 
tory is tlie power to arrange and ox- 
press 'thoughts. A person of average 
ability can achieve at least fair success 
in public speaking by practice. Among 
the obvious truths to be considered are. 
j Jit the first place, that a speaker must 
have facts to present. People will not 
j 'listen very long to u man who simply 
talks. Two statements that ore to the 
point and well put are better than a 
dozen that are more or less irrelevant 
and weakly stated. The next point is 
to nrrange the facts that you wisli to 
state. An address easily prepared is 
easily forgotten. In the preparation for 
debate the speaker should be familiar 
with the arguments that will probably 
foe presented by both sides. Do not 
use long words or high sounding phrases

White Liner Sailed Last Night for 
the Orient, Carrying 850 Chinese. 

Steamer Empress of Jajian. Captain 
Pybus, holder oC the record for the 
fastest passage made across the Pa- 
elllc Ocean from Japan, sailed last 
night for Yokohama, Kobe, Nagasaki, 
Woosung, Amoy and Hongkong. The 
steamer had a fair cargo and a large 
complement of passengers. There 
were I!) In the saloon, 16 intermediate 
and S"iO in the steerage. AVhlle here 
305 Chinese, including one who was 
deported by the United States govern- 
ment, embarked on the liner. The de- 
ported Chinese was a Canton mer- 
chant who suffered from trachoma. 
There was but '.1,000 tons of freight, 
ns the S50 Chinese, homebound because 
ot the approaching holidays, took up 
considerable space that would other- 
wise have been devoted to cargo. One 
item of freight was a shipment of 
.".000 sacks of Canadian Hour from the 
Lake of the Woods mill a» Portage la 
Prairie, and 25 tons of British Colum- 
bia Hour from Enderby for Kobe. The 
shipments of Canadian flour for Japan 
are growing larger with each succes- 
sive shipment and the Indications are 
that ihf cheap American grades of 
Washington will eventually be ousted 
from the markets of Japan.

EVntt-Growers' Association of every 
fniit-gro-.ving province in the Dominion 
in 1903 passed resolutions adopting the 
B. C. box as standard for apple boxes. 
The Dominion Government has, by Act 
of Parliament, also made it standard for 
the Dominion. The dimensions of this 
standard apple box for the Dominion ere: 
Inside measurements — Length, 20,iu.; 
width, 11 in.; depth, 10 in. Thickness 
of material recommended — Ends, %'Tn,! 
sides, % in.: top and bottom, \\ in. 
' It is to be particularly noted that the 
hide pieces are to he ten inches wide 
exactly; that is, just Hush with top and 
bottom of end pieces, not overlapping the 
(bottom as in a packing case. ^Simi- 
larly, the top iind bottom are exactly 11 
inches wide, and do not overlap the sides. 
The timber to he used is, preferably, 
clear spruce, or other similar wood. The 
dimensions as to thickness will not be 
suitable if knotty, cross-grained or infer- 
ior "wood is used. Another point its to 
material, is that in all cases apple-box 
lumber should be sawn, not cut with a 
veneering machine, as experience bus 
shown that the latter cannot be kept 
from -warping. 

The top and bottom are made of */i 
inch clear lumber,, because it i.- desirable 
In packing to have them of lumber thin 
'enough to il#o {slightly sprung in the 
packing press wlien tilled with fruit 
The rows of apples are placed in the box 
so that the top rises slightly over the 
edge of the box before the cover is piu 
on. As the box stands in the press, it 
is supported only at the ends. When 
the cover is put on the pressure is 
ain only at the extreme en .Is, so that 
th top and bottom spring slightly in 
the middle, and, of course, about the 
same amount. As apples are bound to 
shrink somewhat, this method iias Keen 
found to provide for that shrinkage, and 
the spring in the top mid bottom keeps 
it-be apples held firmly in the box. 

Cleats on the ends, top and bottom, 
are necessary, as they materially help 
in keeping tops and bottoms from split- 
The nails used should be the 



lu'r to that used for wrapping pears. It 
is in a continuous strip for each basket, 
and is turned back and forth over the 
layers as they are plueed.in the basket. 

Cherry Boxes 

, It is in boxes cherries are packed as a 
|rule, not in crates. Of recent years 
these boxes have become very shallow, 
both California and other Const States, 
as well as British Columbia, having been 
doing some experimenting to find the 
most suitable. From California have 
come some boxes in which but one layer 
of cherries was packed, so shallow were 
they. 

The ordinary box. however, lias three 
layers of fruit. The firmness of the 
Coast cherries lnnkes if possible to piicl 
thcui firmly, and very closely and evenly,, 
like apples. A very solid appearance is 
given the well-packed box, making it 
extremely attractive. This shallow 
package holds about: S or 10 lbs., and 
the dimensions are: Bud pieces and mid- 
Ule partition, % inch -thick, 2Vt inches 
deep, and inches wide; sides, 8-ltt 
inch thick. 2'/i in. x 10% in.; top and 
bottom. 3-1G in. thick; in. x 10 in. dt- 
[mensions, 

The California and B. 0. packing 
often lias this crate, with eight square 
cartons of light pasteboard, holding 
one pound each. This is a very al trac- 
tive package, the cartons being white, 
and made witli a turned-over edge all 
around the top. about half an inch wide. 
This crate applies entirely to the sweet 
cherries, and it must be said that no 
uniform package has yet been evolved 
/for the later varieties of preserving 
cherries.

of the fruit. In this nroeess of selec- 
tion, many experiments have been 
tried, and many styles of packages have 
been discarded. Willi nil, or nearly all, 
the cardinal condition must be kept In 
view, that sorting and selection of the 
fruit, wherein comes the art of expert 
packing, is absolutely necessary in using 
ahe package now generally adopted. 

The Appie Box 

Perhaps the longest history of develop- 
ment attaches to the apple box. 'I'h'' 
package which lias now been mad'.' 
standard for the apple box throughout 
the Dominion has been adopted us that 
of the 15. C Fruit-Growers' Association 
for the past four or live years. In 
Washington, Oregon and Idaho almost 
the same standard size is recognized, but 
is not legalized. The apple box has been 
ihe subject of discussion in the joint as- 
sociation of fruit-growers from this 
Province and Ihe three States named for 
u number of years. The Northwest 
iFruit-growters' Association, as it is 
called in its annual convention held in 
Spokane, Wash,, in February, 18!)!). ad- 
opted it standard and a special apple 
box. Since that time the B. C. Fruit- 
(Irowers' Association, aided by the B.C. 
Government's Board of Horticulture, 
has striven to secure the general adop- 
tion in the Province of but one size, 
uniform throughout. That may now lie 
said to have been .accomplished, tor the 
annual convention of the Provincial As- 
sociation has, lor the lust four .years, 
confirmed the selection of Ihe size now 
made standard. More than that, the

■ ways lo lie very thin, so that the boards 
will not split in nailing. 

Whether the top shall be of one or two 
pieces is a point' uii which experts differ 
somewhat. All agree, that two pieces 
can be used quite effectively. Some hold 
however that the ano-piece cover is 
much superior, while there are others, 
equally reliable, who hold that the two 
piece cover has merits which recommend 
ii above Ihe one-piece lop. Again, all 
come together agreeing Ihar. (lie two 
pieces, if used, shall be laid on (dose to- 
gether. 

Packing Ihe fruit. .as previously stated, 
must be done only after careful selec- 
tion, sizing as well as grading the tlffples. 
According lo size, the apples are packed 
in 3,.3'X>. 4, -I'/j and ~> tiers. To get in J 
half tier, the tiers are laid with a space 
•between the rows in the tier, and tlieu 
ihe next tier nests nown between the 
first. Sometimes the half-tier is de- 
scribed as 4 tiers wide ami tiers deep 
(for the 4% tier), and ;! tiers wide ami 4 
tiers deep (for the 3^ tier), lint the 
limitations set in the tirst sentences of 
this article steps in lo say again, and 
again, and emphatically, thai the arl of 
packing must be acquired through obser- 
vation, and experience. 

In shipping. Ihe apple boxes should be 1 
laid and carried on their sides, as Ihe 
slight swell to lop and bottom, sought in 
packing, is not suitable for selling Ihe 
boxes top upright. 

Pear Box 

There is bul little to add. or vary, in 
describing the package for shipping pears 
from Ihe description attempted of the 
apple box. The dimensions are slightly 
different, being: Inside measurement, 
l.S'/ixJiy,.\S'i in. 

This package is the same as Ihe Cali- 
fornia package, the size for pears, being 
uniform in that State, differing from the 
apple package in that respect. The 
packing of pears is much the same as 
thai Of apples, with the exception that 
more delicate qualities, and. therefore, 
choicer packing is accompanied by the 
wrapping of the fruit iu fruit paper; not 
tissue, such as is used for oranges, but a 
paper very similar lo common news- 
print of very light weight. 

Strawberry Crates and Boxes 

There is practical uniformity in ihe 
strawberry crate used in British Colum- 
bia, Oregon and Washington. The Hill- 
lock shipping crate is used exclusively. 
This crate holds :!4 one-pound veneer 
baskets, and varies in dimensions, there 
being two styles of pound basket, the 
deep and the shallow; the former being, 
perhaps, more used for smaller sorts ot I 
berries, and llie shallow; for the larger! 
varieties. The crate is Ihus made deep; 
or shallow, lo conform lo the shape of | 
tho basket used. Invariably, there is at 
middle partition of same thickness of i 
lumber as the two end pieces of the 
crate. This centre partition and tho two 
euds have a saw kerf taken off half the 
depth. This forms a ledge on which are 
laid two pieces of board, after the bot- 
tom layer of pound baskets lias been 
Said iu the crate. On those strips the 
lop layer of baskets is laid, and 
the cover then nailed on. In the straw- 
berry crate, cleats across the ends of the 
cover are preferable ill nailing down, 

The crate used in California very 
largely is the "chest,' - as it is called, 
holding 75 one-pound baskets. This is 
similar to the Wilson crate very com- 
monly used in Ontario. For long dis- 
tance shipment, California berries are 
Often packed in n crate holding but ten 
of the one-pound baskets. 

Plum Crates 

Plums are packed hi Uritish Columbia 
exactly jis they are in California. A 
crate holding four square veneer baskets 
slightly flaring at the lop, is used. This 
ei-ntcs holds a total of 20 to ii."> lbs., (re- 
cording lo the size of fruit. Again, til 8 
cleat is used in nailing on Ihe cover. 
These plum crate tops are always in two 
pieces, and close together. Sometimes 
a cleat is put under the edge of the end 
piece, to keep the fruit from being 
squeezed. The fruit, is packed with a 
long si rip of paper laid hefween the lay- 
ers. This imner is rerv ih-!'_ being shni-

A- L, Belyea, K. C. Puis Up a 
Vigorous Fight in Defence 
of Juniors. / 



Before the city council met In uauo! 
Session last evening the members were 
waited on by two deputations — one 
from the board of trade and the othpr 
representing the benchers of the law 
society. The former deputation was 
torn posed Of T. W. Paterson, M. P. P., 
president of the hoard of trade, S. 
Jjeiser, A. Cray, J. A. Sayward and 
paptaill Grant. The committee waited 
on the council in reference to the Koclc 
Hay bridge, over which question they 
had met the council a few weeks ago. 
Kit the meeting last evening the fol- 
lowing telegram was read: 

"Ottawa. Oct. 30. 
•'George Riley, M. P.: 

"Action on the Hack Bay bridge 
matter lias been delayed on account of 
protest from Taylor Mill Co., Limited, 
asking for wider draw, which depart- 
ment had to enquire into. Chief 
engineer now has authority to author- 
ize proposed repairs, the draw to re- 
main as at present. 

"C. H. HTMAN." 

After some discussion it was decided 
to await an official communication to 
the council, when the work would be 
proceeded with. 

The Committee from the Law Society 
was composed of A. I.,. Belyea, K. C, 
H. D. Helmcken, K. C, and S. Child.s, 
who protested against the action of 
the council in collecting the municipal 
tax from barristers and solicitors. 

Mr. Belyea, who was the iirst 
speaker, drew attention to the fact 
that Victoria was the only city in 
British Columbia which collected the 
tax. 

Mayor Barnard corrected tho ro- 
m'ark by stating that both Nanaimo 
and Vancouver collected the tax. 

Mr. Belyea remained firm In his 
Statement that the barristers and soli- 
citors did not pay taxes in Vancouver 
or Nanaimo. 

Continuing, Mr. Belyea, said that the 
city council had put barristers and 
solicitors in the mienumerated class, 
which means that they have to pay 
a tax of $10, but in the case of a firm 
composed of any number of members 
the clause is observed by the linn 
paying the $10 tax. This he consid- 
ered a hardship to young lawyers, as 
they were called on to pay tho same 
tax as old established firms were asked 
to do. 

Mayor Barnard — It is the same as in 
any other business. 

Mr. Belyea — That shows the whole 
system Is rotten. The whole system 
is wrong. There are only about thirty 
lawyers in the city, and not much can 
be got from them; but It is the prin- 
ciple of the thing. Besides, taxing a 
lawyer does not make the tax on a 
business house right. Two wrongs 
do not make a right. 

Continuing; Mr. Belyea. said it was 
not for himself but for the young 
lawyers ho was appealing. It was not 
right or proper to collect (he tax, and 
he <lid not think the city had a right 
to collect it, and he would go to jail 
before he would pay it. Tho idea 
might be all right, but the collector 
1 1 i 1 1 not catch everybody. I,, a big 
office there were sometimes a number 
of barristers and solicitors doing the 
regular work, but they escaped the tax 
because they were employed hi t. Arm, 
Who paid $.", I'm- itself and all the 
others in the oflire. But a lawyer 



who wanted to start for himself had 
to pay ihs tax. 

Aid. Fell — In that case you would 
not help the junior. 

Mayor Barnard— What do you pro- 
pose to do — tax every member of the 
Ann? 

Mr. Belyea — Yes. 

Aid. Fell — How about limited com- 
panies? Are all the shareholders to 
be taxed? All the limited liability 
companies have to pay is $10. which 
is the same as the smallest store in 
town. 

Mr. Belyea — Thai's another example 
of how unfair the law is. 

Mayor Barnard — There Is no reason 
why legal men should not be taxed as 
v/ell as anyone else. 

Mr. Belyea — You are all right; you 
belong to a firm. 

Aid. Pell — We have no right to dis- 
criminate. 

Mr. Belyea — You can charge a 
junior $2.50 and a senior $10. 

Aid. Hanna — If you can figure out a 
correct list of how much we will have 
to charge each lawyer, we might bo 
able to do something; but if tho 
council is to do it, it Will be "up 
against it." 

Aid. Fell stated that the council hud 
.tried several years to have the matter 
altered, but without success. 

Mr. Belyea— It was first arranged 
that the lawyers should pay $25, but 
no one paid it. 

Mr. Helmcken — T did. 

Mr. Belyea — Well, 1 am sorry for 
you, for you will be the only one who 
did. 

Aid. Stewart — I understood that a 
compromise had been made whereby 
the city was to wipe out all arrears 
and the lawyers were to pay regu- 
larly. 

Mr. Belyea — Even the city solicitor 
did not pay it. 

Mayor Barnard— We have tried to 
have the law changed, but have found 
it impossible to secure legislation. 

Mr. Belyea called the attention of 
the board to the liablt of outside law- 
yers coming to the city and practicing 
without paying tho tax. This he con- 
i sidered very unjust. But if lie were 
called up in court for not paying the 
taxes, what would happen? The full 
court 'would be removed to Vancouver, 
where there is no tax on the lawyers. 

Aid. Hanna — How many come to Ihe 
city? Don't you go out of the prov- 
ince? 

Mr. Belyea — Only to Ottawa. 

Aid. Hanna— Well, if you devise 
some scheme to make an equitable 
tax all around, we will be able to do 
something. 

Aid. Blford— That will lax the vis- 
itor, too. 

Mr. Belyea— Certainly, and I will 
know the reason why he does not pay 
ii. 

Mayor Barnard — You won't be able 
to; you say you will bo in jail. 

Mr. Belyea — 1 would just as soon go 
to jaii on that question as not. 

Mr. Helmcken also spoke on the 
subject, following much on the lines as 
the others of the deputation. He 
wished to know why the commercial 
traveler was taxed and not the visit- 
ing lawyer. If the city was. afraid 
to collect the tax legally, why collect 
It at all? 

Mayor Barnard — We are not afraid. 
We have had judgment on it. 

Mr. Belyea — Excuse me. 

Bayor Barnard — You had the dis- 
cussion on the original, not this one. 
That is in force at present. 

Aid. Fell— Is there any possibility of 
the lawyers paying the tax and It 
being refunded by the law society? 
Make everybody pay $10. 

Mr. Belyea agreed with Aid. Fell on 
this idea. 

Aid. Oddy. thought it was a lot of 
trouble to go to over $10. 

The council then promised to give 
the matter their earnest consideration, 
after which the deputation withdrew.

in 1890 the Society of the Daughters of [ 
1'Itj was formed as a lunior branch of the 
Woman's Auxiliary of the Jtoyal Jubilee 
Hospital, undertaking to band together the 
younger members of the community Jn u 
mutual, public Interest; to draw the bond: 
of a common sympathy yet closer, and to 
awaken and nourish, by practical example I 
and service, n continual Interest In a very 
evident need. During these years we nave 
hud vlclsslt noes and losses — though I ui 
happy to say that "loss .by marriage" Is 
the worm, and the most recurrent among! 
these. We have met with Ihe usual dlrtl- 
cultles, and have overcome much Indlf- 1 
fereuce and some criticism; but when we 
come ro count results we forget rebuffs, 
and are Indifferent to criticism and pain, 
rnily (remembering the noble cause for 
which we have worked so long and so .hap- 
pily together. 

The success which our society has attain- 
ed Is due to the untiring efforts of our 
honorary president. Mrs. llnsell. Without 
the aid of her experience, many of our ■uh- 
dertnklngs would have been failures. By 
her example we nre .stimulated, to better 
tilings, and are less apt to rorget the duty 
we owe our fallow-beings — Hie duty to ex- 
tend the cup of human kindness In their 
hours of adversity. 

since the commencement of our united 
work we have collected In fees, earned or 
received In donations, a grosn sum amount- 
ing to $1,751.70, not such a very large sum 
In Itself for the time covered, but very 
satisfactory Indeed, when we remember 
that our worn floes not, In Its Initial sense, 
mean .money getting, but survlce. and that 
we often assist In undertakings for the 
causes iwc serve by our own personal aid 
given freely and with no "assets." Our 
expenditure has been made chiefly In pro- 
viding needs and comforts at the Itoyal 
Jubilee Hospital, In caring for the .Marine 
Hospital, '.and la contributing towards Dr. 
Fngan's maintenance fund for an anti- 
tuberculosis sanitarium In the province. 
The following may be named among the 
more Important of our purchases: In- 
valid tables, modern operating table. In- 
valid garden chairs, easy chairs, stretclier 
beds for use out of doors, an American 
organ, clock, microtome and ■weighing 
chair, the entire furnishing of room No. !) 
In Hie new whig, dinner wagon, one in- 
door ambulance from the society, while 
another was provided by the efforts of one 
of our late members, Miss F. I.oixor; ami 
numerous smaller requirements, We have 
also provided plants and flowers and all 
the spring bulbs thai, brighten the Interior 
of the hospital early in (lie year. The 
Christmas trees and Easter (lorn! offer- 
ings are also our special care. We arrange 
sacred concerts once a month and an an- 
nual flower service; and we are much In- 
debted to our many friends In the musical 
world of Victoria who, so lovingly and so 
readily, assist us with these. 

We have this year affiliated with the 
Local Council of Women of Victoria and 
Vancouver Island, and And great •help in 
our Individual work from the mutual In- 
tercourse and sympathy this union of so 
many workers affords. 

We sew, visit and help Jn various Inci- 
dental ways, and nre now working toward 
the establishments of a children's ward 
and a maternity ward at the hospital. V 

Prot ils of our last entertainment, will 

netted J150, was donated in full towards 
the former fund, now happily completed. 

We willingly assist the directors, the 
Woman's Auxiliary and the matron when 
ever there is an opportunity to help, and 
we look upon the children in the hospital 
as our special care in cases of need 

We look- forward with anxiety and hope 
to the full completion and perfect equip 
ment of our hospital, by t'he adding or tin 
two wards already mentioned, nud by the 
erection of a nurses' home. Though these 
will call upon us for further effort, we 
shall be ready when the call comes. Mean- 
while, ucKnowieaginc in all our work the 
Divine will and asking for it the Divine 
blessing, we .shall continue to cherish and 
strengthen tJmt spirit of mutual help and 
comfort, as good citizens here, Unit we 
may at hist earn the "right of citizenship" 
where, we love to remember, will be 
"neither sorrow nor crying, neither 
more pain."
